Vandals cause damage on construction site 


OFFICERS are appealing for witnesses 
to come forward after a building site in 
Weymouth was broken into two nights 
in a row. 

Police received a report on the morn¬ 
ing of Tuesday, August 1st that an in¬ 
dustrial unit at Link Park in Chickerell, 
which is still under construction and 
around 80 per cent complete, had 
been broken into on consecutive 
nights and extensive damage had 
been caused. 

The offenders had got in through the 
perimeter fencing and caused dam¬ 
age to machinery and tools as well as 
the walls of the unit, glazing panels, 
tiles and fittings. Fire extinguishers 
were let off and paint tins were 
opened and the contents thrown around. 

Some of the damage was believed to 
have been caused on the night of Sun¬ 
day, July 30th but the majority occurred 
on the night of Monday, July 31st. 


It is estimated that the clear-up and 
repair operation will cost the building 
firm several thousand pounds. 

Security has since been increased on 
the site and officers have been making 
enquiries, including visiting local busi¬ 
nesses, as part of their investigations. 

Police Constable Ryan Lloyd, of Wey¬ 
mouth police, said: "These mindless 
acts of vandalism will cost the firm in¬ 
volved a considerable amount of 
money and caused a major inconve¬ 
nience. 

"I would urge any witnesses to the in¬ 
cident, or anyone who has seen any 
suspicious activity around the site on 
the nights in question, to please con¬ 
tact me."

COMMUNITIES across Dorset are working to¬ 
gether to find transport solutions that work for 
them. 

Dorset County Council has a community 
transport fund that can help kick start a 
scheme. There is also a handy toolkit that gives 
helpful advice on what to think about before 
you start. 

There are currently over 60 schemes covering 
91 per cent of the county. These arrange trans¬ 
port for social events, medical appointments 
and getting people to work. 

They can run to regular timetables, are some¬ 
times bookable, or can be one-offs to take peo¬ 
ple to local events or attractions. 

Cllr Daryl Turner, the county council’s Cabi¬ 
net member for natural and built environment, 


said: “In the current financial climate the role 
of the county council in subsidising public 
transport has had to change. 

“Instead of imposing timetables, we are work¬ 
ing with communities to help them find solu¬ 
tions that fit better and are not reliant on 
future funding.” 

A few schemes have started for a trial period 
over the summer holidays using a number of 
different bus operators. 

A bookable Saturday mini bus service will 
run for a trial period between Blandford For¬ 
um and Salisbury. It will collect from all the 
villages along the route diverting off the main 
road. It has been negotiated by local county and 
parish councillors with NORDCAT. To book 
call NORDCAT on 01258 473154. 

The Bridport Community Bus (CB3) is a Sat¬ 
urday service connecting Beaminster to Brid¬ 
port with four return journeys. Both town 
councils have worked with the county council 
to secure this service.

More help needed 

CHANGES to benefits have led to a dramatic 
increase in the number of queries being 
dealt with by the county’s eight Citizens Ad¬ 
vice offices. 

Overall 26,879 people turned to local Citi¬ 
zens Advice for assistance with 66,130 prob¬ 
lems in the last financial year, ranging from 
employment to energy; this was an 8 per 
cent increase in clients on the year before. 

The CABs say the top issues were benefits 
(23,900), debt (10,300), housing (6,050), em¬ 
ployment (5,200), relationships and family 
(4,250). 

Citizens Advice saw a 63 per cent increase 
in the number of sick and disabled people 
coming in with benefit issues relating to 
Personal Independence Payments (PIP) - in 
particular needing support regarding the el¬ 
igibility criteria, making a claim and appeal¬ 
ing against a decision. 

Said Caroline Buxton, Executive Manager, 
Citizens Advice in Dorset: “Problems with 
benefits are always some of the most com¬ 
mon problems that we see, but this year the 
number is much higher than previous years. 
PIP was the single biggest benefits issue peo¬ 
ple turned to local Citizens Advice about, 
and in a 12-month period we helped with 
over 5,000 PIP problems. A recent report by 
local Citizens Advice highlighted the prob¬ 
lems with PIP, including significant delays 
in processing claims and unsatisfactory 
medical assessments. Many people with 
long-term health issues are facing a daunt¬ 
ing struggle to apply for or retain PIP, and 
Citizens Advice plays a vital role in support¬ 
ing them.”

WEYMOUTH RNLI all-weather lifeboat and the 
Lyme Regis Inshore lifeboat have helped res¬ 
cued a fishing boat taking on water 12-miles 
west of Portland Bill. 

They were launched at 10pm on Saturday, 
August 5th with the Coastguard helicopter 
from Lee on Solent with an extra pump on¬ 
board also dispatched to the scene. 

The 50' Brixham fishing vessel, Pisces, was 
taking water into the bilges. It later transpired 
that an engine pipe had broken loose and was 
filling the boat with water. 

By the time that the lifeboats arrived on 
scene the situation had stabilised with the 
water under control. 

Weymouth lifeboat took the vessel under 
tow back to Weymouth Harbour arriving back 


onto its berth at about 2am on Sunday. 

• Last Thursday, August 3rd, saw the Wey¬ 
mouth RNLI Inshore Lifeboat launched at 
11.47am to a report of a person in the water in 
Weymouth Harbour. 

The lifeboat searched all areas on its way to¬ 
wards Westham Bridge and found the person 
in the water at 11.52 am. The person had fallen 
off a boat moored on the pontoon opposite 
the public slipway. 

The person was in a life ring, being held 
alongside by a family member, between the 
boat and the pontoon, but was unable to get 
out without help. 

A lifeboat crew member entered the water, 
swam to the casualty and assisted them to the 
lifeboat. 


Council tax clarification 

LAST week the View from Weymouth pub¬ 
lished an article inviting residents to have their 
say on whether Weymouth should set up its 
own town council to give people a local voice 
if the government approves the Future Dorset 
proposal to replace nine councils in Dorset 
with two unitary authorities. If this proposal 
goes ahead Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council would be abolished. 

The information given was taken from the 
dorsetforyou.gov.uk website but we have been 
asked to point out that the council tax point 
should have read as follows: 

'Council tax would likely be adjusted to pay 
for the town council. If a town council is set up 
in Weymouth, it's likely that the new unitary 
council would reduce council tax. This would 
allow the town council to set its own council 
tax.'

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Concern over safety 
of pedestrian crossing 

DORSET County Council says that the 
newly revamped pedestrian crossing at the 
Great Western crossroads in Dorchester is 
perfectly safe if used properly. 

Reader David Henshaw contacted the 
View from Dorchester this week because 
he was concerned about people having 
near misses with traffic at the crossing. 

He said: "The Great Western crossroads 
in Dorchester has just been revamped at a 
cost of half a million or so, I believe. It all 
looks very good, and the idea is to let 
pedestrians cross more easily for longer 
periods by banning right and left turns 
from Great Western Road, but the way 
they've actually set it up means that the 
pedestrian phase is often only ten seconds 
or less, then pedestrians have a red light 
even though it's still clear to cross. This re¬ 
sults in people running across, and of 
course the clanger with that is they don't 
understand when it's safe to run across and 
when it isn't, so they end up having near 
misses with cars. I saw a couple of these 
incidents while watching for ten minutes 
the other day. 

"Perhaps the Highways Department could 
explain why they have done this?" 

A Dorset County Council spokesperson 
said: "Pedestrians should start crossing 
when they see a green man, and detectors 
at the crossing ensure pedestrians have 
finished crossing before traffic is allowed 
to move - there is no need to run across 
the road. 

"It is not safe to start crossing when there 
is a red man displayed - this means there is 
a traffic lane on green or on its clearance 
period, where drivers are given time to 
pass through the junction before another 
lane or a crossing is given a green light."

Litter bins return 

LITTER bins are being installed at six sites in 
Weymouth's Park District as part of a trial pe¬ 
riod. 

The move follows requests from the local 
community for their return. The litter bins 
were taken away a few years ago following 
repeated fly-tipping around them. 

Dorset Waste Partnership and the borough 
council are asking residents to keep an eye 
on the litter bins and report any fly-tipping 
with any details of irresponsible residents to 
Dorset Waste Partnership. 


RACHEL Edwards of Upwey has been chosen 
as the winner of the Dorset Waste Partner¬ 
ship’s (DWP) carton recycling competition. 

Plasticised cartons, such as those used for 
food and drink packaging, such as juices, soup, 
milk and sauces need to be recycled separately 
from cardboard and paper. 

As the cartons cannot currently be recycled 
at the kerbside, the DWP want to maintain the 
carton bank service by increasing the amount 
being recycled and reducing the amount of in¬ 
correct items being placed in the banks. 

They recently ran a competition to promote 
the carton recycling banks, which are situated 
in around 20 different locations across the 
county. Entrants had to write their contact de¬ 
tails on a carton and pop it into a carton recy¬ 
cling bank, with three lucky winners selected 
at random to receive a year’s garden waste col¬ 
lection service. 

Hundreds of cartons were entered into the 
competition, which was launched when the 
carton recycling banks were in danger of being 
withdrawn due to under-use and too many in¬ 
correct items being placed inside them. 


Winner Rachel Edwards (said she regularly 
collects her cartons and takes them to Dorch¬ 
ester whenever she’s in town to drop them at 
the recycling bank. 

The success of the competition has meant that 
the DWP’s contractors, who empty the banks 
and recycle the cartons, have agreed to con¬ 
tinue providing the service for the time being. 

Karyn Punchard, director of the Dorset Waste 
Partnership, said: “Congratulations and thank 
you to Rachel for recycling her cartons and 
using the service correctly. But the real win¬ 
ners are the people of Dorset who can carry on 
recycling their cartons using the banks. 

“While it’s too early to tell if more cartons are 
being recycled, we have already noticed a sig¬ 
nificant drop in the amount of incorrect items 
being placed in the banks. This means that our 
contractors can continue to provide the recy¬ 
cling service at our various car parks. 

“With around 20 locations around Dorset, it’s 
easy for most residents to flatten them down 
and drop them off next time they’re near a car¬ 
ton recycling bank.”

Conservation work at Hardy’s former home 


THOMAS Hardy’s Dorchester home, Max 
Gate, is having a facelift. The original wall 
ties, put in by the writer more than 130 years 
ago, have rusted through and are now caus¬ 
ing the brickwork to crack.They are being re¬ 
placed by the National Trust building team. 
The work will be happening on selected days 
throughout the summer and early autumn, 
giving visitors the opportunity to see this 
conservation work in action. 

Although now best known as a writer, 
Thomas Hardy originally trained as an archi¬ 
tect in Dorchester. On qualifying, he moved 
to London and worked for the architect Sir 
Arthur Blomfield. 

Later in life he embarked on a self-build 
project, enlisting his family of builders and 
stonemasons to help. Max Gate was the prod¬ 
uct of this enterprise, a red brick built villa 
complete with turrets. It was here that he 
penned ‘Tess of the D’Urbervilles’ and ‘Jude 
the Obscure’. 

Hardy was part of the first wave of archi¬ 


tects to use iron wall ties in the construction 
of cavity walls. The cavity serves to keep the 
two leaves of brickwork apart, preventing 
damp from passing from the outside to the in¬ 
side of the wall. Early metal ties were typi¬ 
cally cast or wrought iron either untreated or 
dipped in tar and sand before being put in the 
wall.The ties span the cavity to give the wall 
structural stability. 

Neil Johnson, the Building Surveyor work¬ 
ing on the project said ‘When built over 130 
years ago the cavity wall construction of Max 
Gate was state of the art construction that is 
still the principle form of modern houses 
today. It is a privilege to be involved in such 
an important project to repair and conserve 
an early example of modern construction.’ 

Max Gate and Hardy’s Cottage (his birth¬ 
place which is nearby at Higher Bockhamp- 
ton), are open to visitors daily until October 
31st from llam-5pm, and on Thursday to Sun¬ 
day from November 2nd from 10am -4pm.

The old boys beat the young ones - just 


Old Hardyeans 179-9, 

Thomas Hardye School 174-8 

IN the dramatic final two overs, Thomas 
Hardye School needed just ten runs to win with 
four wickets left, in the annual cricket match 
against the Old Hardyeans, the old boys of 
Hardye’s School. 

A school victory seemed certain. However, 
tight bowling by the experienced old boys re¬ 
sulted in the School XI still needing five to win 
off the last ball. A fine stumping by Nick Roe 
saw the Old Hardyeans secure victory by the 
slender margin of just five runs. 

As tradition dictates, the old boys batted first, 
but were soon in trouble losing Dorchester CC 
Captain Simon Mitchell early for one, to a 
sharp delivery from George Foot. James Dun¬ 
ham [31] and Josh Foot [27] batted sensibly, 
putting on 50 for the next wicket. A mid order 
collapse then followed with Matt Porter, Sam 
Roles, Steve Clifford and Dan Belt all going 
cheaply. A late revival by Martin Richards [34 
not out] and Simon Joslin [29] took the Old 
Hardyeans to a respectable 179-9 off the full 30 
overs. The School had bowled well in batting- 
friendly conditions- Nick MacCloud was the 
pick of the bowlers, taking 2-19 from his six 
overs. George Foot took 2-30 and Dan Stephens 
2-26. 

After a superb tea, Thomas Hardye School set 
about the challenging total with gusto, openers 
Ben Macklin [31] and Jonny Stewart [51] 
putting on 70 for the first wicket in just nine 
overs. Orlando Bailey [43] played well in the 
middle order, with George Foot [13] hitting a 


huge six into the School. The introduction of 
off-spin however turned the game, with Josh 
Foot taking 2-34 and Sam Roles 2-27.

In Spring 2019, Bournemouth and 
Poole will be home to a brand new 
national dance event that will bring 
together artists and promoters from 
across the UK. 

This event will showcase the best 
dance practice from across the coun¬ 
try, and confidently place PDSW and 
their Dorset base on the cultural 
map. 

Phil Gibby, South West director of 
Arts Council England, said: “PDSW 
is a fantastic dance development or¬ 
ganisation. 

“We invest in PDSW through our 
national portfolio and now we are de¬ 
lighted to be able to support them 
through our Ambition for Excellence 
fund which will strengthen their na¬ 
tional profile. 

“The ambitions of Surf the Wave 
project have the potential to have a 
real sector-shaping impact. 

“We look forward to seeing how the 
project develops the future of dance 
in England and the showcasing event 
in 2019.” 

Ambition for Excellence supports 
and stimulates ambition, talent and 
excellence in arts and culture across 
England. 

The fund helps to develop talent,

Tetra Pak recycling banks' future secured 


AS THE Dorset Waste 
Partnership's (DWP) car¬ 
ton recycling competi¬ 
tion draws to a close, a 
final winner has been se¬ 
lected and the future of 
the banks has been se¬ 
cured. 

Cartons, such as those 
made by Tetra Pak, 
Elopak and SIG Com- 
bibloc, are typically used 
for food and drink pack¬ 
aging, such as juices, 
soup, milk and sauces. 

They are made from 
fibre, plastic and alu¬ 
minium foil, so are recy¬ 
cled separately from 
cardboard and paper. 

As the cartons cannot 
currently be recycled at 
the kerbside, the DWP 
want to maintain the car¬ 
ton bank service by in¬ 
creasing the amount 
being recycled and re¬ 
ducing the amount of in¬ 
correct items being 


placed in the banks. 

The DWP recently ran a 
competition to promote 
the carton recycling 
banks, which are situated 
in around 20 different lo¬ 
cations across the 
county. 

Entrants had to write 
their contact details on a 
carton and pop it into a 
carton recycling bank, 
with three lucky winners 
selected at random to re¬ 
ceive a year's garden 
waste collection service. 

Hundreds of cartons 
were entered into the 
competition, which was 
launched when the car¬ 
ton recycling banks were 
in danger of being with¬ 
drawn due to under-use 
and too many incorrect 
items being placed in¬ 
side them. 

The final winner was 
Rachel Edwards of 
Upwey, who regularly 


collects her cartons and 
takes them to Dorchester 
whenever she's in town 
to drop them at the recy¬ 
cling bank. 

The success of the 
competition has meant 
that the DWP's contrac¬ 
tors, who empty the 
banks and recycle the 
cartons, have agreed to 
continue providing the 
service for the time 
being. 

Karyn Punchard, Direc¬ 
tor of the Dorset Waste 
Partnership, said: "Con¬ 
gratulations and thank 
you to Rachel for recy¬ 
cling her cartons and 
using the service cor¬ 
rectly. But the real win¬ 
ners are the people of 
Dorset who can carry on 
recycling their cartons 
using the banks. 

"While it's too early to 
tell if more cartons are 
being recycled, we have 


already noticed a signifi¬ 
cant drop in the amount 
of incorrect items being 
placed in the banks. 

"This means that our 
contractors can continue 
to provide the recycling 
service at our various car 
parks. 

"I want to send a huge 
thank you to everyone 
who currently uses the 
banks. 

"With around 20 loca¬ 
tions around Dorset, it's 
easy for most residents 
to keep hold of their car¬ 
tons, flatten them down 
and drop them off next 
time they're near a car¬ 
ton recycling bank." 

A full list of the Dorset 
Waste Partnership's recy¬ 
cling banks in car parks - 
which also include facili¬ 
ties to recycle foil, tex¬ 
tiles and small electrical 
items - can be found at 
Dorset For You.

6 LATE-FLOWERING BLOOMS 
TO MAKE SUMMER LAST

The end of summer can mark the start of wilted annuals and faded 
perennials, but if you add some beautiful, bold late-flowering additions, 
you can make your garden a riot of colour until autumn. 

variety, crocosmia can grow up to a metre 
tall, and they don't need pruning, just 
remove the dead leaves and flower stems 
before spring, when new growth starts. 

4. Sedum Spectabile 

These pink late-summer flowers will save 
your garden from getting the blues well into 
autumn. Plant in a sunny position in your 
garden and pair with Japanese anemones, 
phlox or penstemons. These require little 
care, just check your plants regularly to 
make sure they're not too dry. 

5. Rudbeckias 

These are bushy plants that create masses 
of bold, zingy yellow flowers. Also known as 
black-eyed Susans because of their 
distinctive big black cone in the centre, they 
have a long flowering period between July 
to October. 

6. Helenium 

These vibrant, daisy-shaped orange flow¬ 
ers bloom in late summer and autumn. Bril¬ 
liant on their own or pair with tall, purple 
salvias, for a nice contrast. Grow in fertile, 
moist, but well-drained soil and deadhead 
regularly to ensure they flower for longer. 


1. Hydrangea 

Flaunting an old-fashioned charm in a 
variety of colours - blues, vibrant pinks and 
frosty whites - Hydrangeas grow up to six 
feet high and wide, so they're great for 
creating a 'sea of flowers' effect. Consider 
placing in front of taller plants like small or 
medium-size trees that could offer the shade 
the shrubs prefer. 

2. Dahlia 

Flowering from mid-summer until the first 
frosts, these popular blooms come in bronze, 
dark red, lavender, orange and pink, and are 
all different shapes and sizes. They make 
great standalones in their own beds or 
paired with grasses and verbena plants. 
They need a well-worked soil with good 
drainage and, once they're established, be 
sure to water them three or four times a 
week. 

3. Crocosmia 

These bright flowers are maintenance-free 
and easy to grow, so they'll add an easy shot 
of colour to your garden. Their bold, 
sword-like flowers mainly come in reds, 
oranges and yellows. Depending on the

TOP PLANTS FOR A THERAPEUTIC GARDEN

• LAVENDER 

This is planted in some of Thrive's 
children's gardens. It's calming, balances 
the senses and has a sedative quality which 
can aid sleep. Being surrounded by laven¬ 
der and the natural smell of it is very good. 
It's also robust and will keep coming back. 
It doesn't need much care or watering. 

How to use it: 

If you've had an emotionally traumatic 
moment, lavender is deliberately used as 
an entry way that, even if you're not 
consciously aware of it, is subliminally very 
calming. 

• ROSEMARY 

Rosemary helps memory and is very good 
for dementia settings. It's a stimulating 
plant for dealing with people who might be 
feeling low and need a bit of a boost. I 
wouldn't have lavender and rosemary 
cheek by jowl. There needs to be space for 
calming and space for being uplifted. 

How to use it: 

Plant rosemary near a kitchen, or, if the 
person has a greenhouse, a washing line or 
a pond, where you expect them to be 


slightly more active, it can help them feel 
uplifted. As rosemary is evergreen and can 
get quite big. I'd put it with decent low- 
maintenance ground cover like creeping 
phlox or campanula, or a hardy geranium.

"We were mere striplings when we 
began it all," quipped veteran commen¬ 
tator and publicist Terry Booker, "but, 
despite spreading waistlines, thinning 
hair and aching limbs, retirement is not 
an option when it's in such a good 
cause". Over the years, together with 
colleagues Chris Wood and Joe 
Williams, the trio have presented well 
over a thousand aeroplanes and a 
thousand vehicles to visitors from all 
over Somerset, Dorset and beyond. And 
it's all aimed to promote funds and 
greater awareness for the airfield-based 
Air Ambulance. 

Of course the team can't do it all and, 
on the day, help is readily on hand from 
the airfield staff, from local volunteers 
and from friends and family members 
who've had their arms twisted. One 
team, without whose presence the 
event could not run as smoothly as it 
does, come from the local Air Training 
Corpssquadrons. The cadets and their 
officers help to look after the public car 
parks and provide 'runners' to support 
the various key sites. 


Regular visitors to the event are quick 
to comment on how friendly and relaxed 
is the atmosphere on this former Royal 
Navy airfield. While safety, as always, is 
the top priority; the whole team work 
hard to ensure that it provides the 
maximum enjoyment for pilots, drivers, 
exhibitors and many hundreds of 
individual and family visitors. In the 
words of the event chief, Chris Wood, 
"It's a simple approach...if we don't 
cause problems for people....people 
don't cause problems for us". Last year's 
appalling weather was, if anything, a 
testament to what might be justifiably 
called that 'Henstridge Spirit'. Despite 
grey skies and torrential downpours 
everyone made the very best of what 
was some of the worst conditions 
possible for an aviation event. "It really 
did seem as if we were all on the same 
side....drivers, pilots, visitors and staff all 
equally determined not to let the 
'met-man' win the day." 

So, with fingers firmly crossed for bluer 
and brighter skies. Bank Holiday 
Saturday August 26th is the date for 
your diary. With prices held for yet 
another year at just £5:00 for adults and 
accompanied under 16s free, it's still a 
family day out that won't require a 
second mortgage. No post-Brexit 
increases at Henstridge! The airfield is 
well sign-posted and is located off the 
main A30 Sherborne to Shaftesbury 
road just a couple of miles east of the 
village.

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M ANY readers will have visited the 
event over the years and will have 
a pretty good idea of what to 
expect. But, for those new visitors who 
may be a little confused by aviation 
jargon and who aren't sure what to 
expect at 'Wings & Wheels', it's really 
quite simple. 

The event is a 'Fly-in'; it is not an Air 
Show, not an Air Day, not an Air Festival 
or nor a Flying Display. There is no 
official program and the best advice is to 
always 'expect the unexpected'. Think of 
it as a Classic Car Show with wings and 
you'll be about right. There is no pre-set 
timetable and it's 'non-PPR' (Prior 
Permission Required). That is even more 
jargon which simply means that the pilots 
can just turn up when they please and 
request permission to join. They do not 
have to pre-book and reserve a slot. Of 
course air-traffic do appreciate a call in 
advance but it's not essential....and this is 
a real help for our pilots. If they see a nice 
bright day for flying and they want to go 
somewhere different then where better 
than Henstridge. So there are no strictly 
timed displays and the next aircraft to 
drop in over the threshold could be a 
modern home-build, an ex-World War 
Two spotter or a unique survivor from the 
1930s. 

There are many such events all over the 
world and the UK's summer calendar is 
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surrounded by some of the most 
stunning views on the South Coast.

full of them. But the Henstridge team and 
their colleagues from the former 'Vintage 
Flying' organisation think that have an 
ace up their sleeve. 'Wings & Wheels' 
closes the air park at lunch time and 
allows everyone the unusual, indeed 
almost unique, opportunity to actually 
stroll among the aeroplanes. This could 
be your chance to take some memorable 
close-up pictures and perhaps chat to 
the many pilots who have stayed with 
their machines.

The 
capabilities and flexi 
bility offered by the 
AW169 made it a 
clear winner and in 
our view it was 
the only aircraft 
which fully met 
our criteria. 

Another major 
plus in selecting 
a new mark of 
aircraft is that you 
are taking advan¬ 
tage of the latest 
advances in technol 
ogy.
